A NARROW ESCAPE.

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The temperature is still falling, but there is 
little snow. The railroad offices report a 
heavy snow-storm throughout the State, from 
three to five inches having fallen at various 
points. 

Dorer, Minn., Feb. 4—[Special.]—There 
was @ great change inthe weather today 
and Duluth was visited by the most furious 
storm of the season. A large amount of 
snow fell, accompanied by a strong northeast 
wind, which made all travel in the streets 
difficult. Trains were not delayed, however. 
Tonight the temperature is down to zero and 
growing colder rapidly, and the night bids 
fair to be the coldest of the winter. 

St. Faul, Minn., Feb. 4.—Tonight the 
weather reports from all over the Northwest 
are to the same effect, although over in Man- 
itoba there appears one of the peculiarities 
of the climate. At Winnipeg the mercury at 
To’clock reached 30° below zero, while at 
Calgary it recorded 38° above. Ine reports 
from other places are much the same, the 
same changes being noticed. However, the 
murcury is generally below zero, being just 
under hat point in this city at midnight. 
Heavy northern winds are also reported, the 
velocity ranging from lhght breezes to as 
much as sixty miles 4n hour. The coldest 
weather 1s experienced in many cases where 
there is the most wind, but the wind is sub- 
siding as the cold grows wore intense here. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 4.—|Special.}— 
A howling storm has been sweeping over the 
Northwest today, but so far no damage has 
been done. The storm is about 200 miles 
wide. The wave, at 7 o’clock this morning, 
bad moved into the northern portion of this 
State, the temperature at St. Vincent being 
4° below. Light to moderately heavy snow 
was general throughout Minnesota and Da- 
kota and a good portion of Wisconsin. The 
mercury is still above zero here and tonight 
the storm is subsiding. 

CapitLac, Mich., Feb. 4—[Special.]—The 
worst stormof the season is now raging 
here. About ten inches of snow has aiready 
fallen. The wind is causing it to drift badly, 
and logging operations will probably be in- 
terfered with. 

Marquette, Mich., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—A 
heavy snow-storm is raging throughout the 
upper peninsula.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 4.—Advices from va- 

rious points in New England show that the 
weather is extremely cold, the thermometer 
ranging from 30° to 40° below zero this morn-

Ortrawa, Ont., Feb. 4.—Reports from sur- 
rounding districts show that the thermom- 
eter this morning registered 24° to 37° below 
zero. 


CHICAGO MAY EXPECT COLD WEATHER 


The Mercury Takes a Sudden Tumbie—A 
Change of Many Degrees. 

At 3 o' clock yesterday afternoon the tem- 
perature was 47° above zero. At 1 o' clock 
this morning it was 16° above. A change of 
31° in ten hours is not bad even for Chicago. 

The cold wave flag was hoisted at the sig- 
nal station yesterday afternoon, and the pre- 
diction made that the temperature would fall 
to 10° above zero before 8 o’clock this even- 
ing. It looks as though the promise would 
be realized. 

The change last evening was so gradual 
that persons first realized that it was getting 
colder when the rain, which had been falling 
for several hours, turned into snow. Then

ApEn, Feb. 4.—I arrived this morning by 
the Peninsular & Oriental Mail steamer, 
which I left here, and which tonight pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to Bombay.

they finally broke out in insurrection against 
tneir oppressors. Unfortunately the hostil- 
ity of the Arabs and natives on the Zanzibar 
mainland has extended to all other white 
races, even to the English and Scotch trad- 
ers and missionaries, with whom they have 
lived on termsof great amity and mutual 
consideration for many years past. 
There is also considerable talk here in the 
and among the merchants concern- 

ing the antipathy and overbearing conduct 
of the Germans towards the British at Zan- 
zibar. To such a pitch is this carried that it 
1s even allegea that the members 
of the Gern.an 
Company have instructed their na- 
tive employés to spit on — — whenever 
an Englishman passes Dy. owever much 
sympathy there may be between Lord Salis- 
bury and Prince Bismarck in this African 
business it would seem that it is entirely ab- 
sent in the case of the Germans and English 
at Zanzibar.

ONE OF THE INCIPENTS OF LAKE 
PIs COUNCIL MEETING, 


Fears for the Safety of Hizzoner” Dia- 
pelled by an Examination of the Cooler 
Mr. Boldenweck Rises to a Question 
of Privilege and Calls on 41d. MeCon- 
nell to Explain—A Commanication on 
the Subject of the Present Epidemic in 
the Northern Subarb. 


Before calling the meeting of the Lake 
View Aldermen to order Mayor Boldenweck 
walked to the water cooler in the corner of 
the Council chamber and resolutely filled 
the drinking cup. 

“Don’t do it. You are young yet and 
have a future before you,“ expostulated Ald. 
Finkler. 

Live to resist annexation,”’ implored City 
Attorney Anderson from his mahogany desk. 

But the resolve of a martyr shone in the 
Mayor’s face. He lifted the deadly cup and 
drank. 

Turning, Mayor Bolden weck walked stead- 
ily to the Chairman’s table and brought 
down the gavel with his usual muscular en- 
ergy. Aidermen and visitors outside the 
railing were alike amazed. 

The secret of such vitality could not re- 
main hidden, and it soon leaked out. The 
water cooler had been filled from City Clerk 
Wilson’s fine well. 

But the other politicians were too wary to 
brave the risk of a possible mistake, and the 


water cooler sat in solitude the rest of the, 


evening. 

After rapping the meeting to order Mayor 
Boldenweck called Ald. Hodgdon to the 
cheir and rose from the floor to a question of 
privilege. 

REMARKS OF THE MAYOR. 

„This is the third time,” he said, since I 
have presided over your body that I have 
felt it necessary to rise to such a question, 
and I hope it will be the last. In an inter- 
view with one of our Aldermen published in 
a Chicago morning paver the entire blame 
for the sickness in Lake View and the condi- 
tion of the water is shouldered on D. F. 
Parker, Superintendent of the water-works, 


and myself. I know that our city, as regards 


its administration, is constautly misrepre- 
sented by the Chicago papers. I don’t care 
for that, as we all know the reason. But 
when the blame comes from one of our Al- 
dermen it is time for me to speak. I call on 
Ald. McConnell to explain.” 

Ald. McConnell arose. — 

“Last Friday,” he said, “the reporter 
came to my office and said he had good au- 
thority that I had written a letter to the 
Mayor blaming him for opening the shore 
inlet to the water-works and demanding it 
be closed. I showed him the letter, in which 
Imerely suggested to the Mayor that he 
have Dr. Sieber investigate the sickness in 
Lake View, and thatif the shore inlet were 
open it should be closed. There was no word 


of blame in my remarks.”’ 


“I accept the-——” Whether the Mayor 
said apology or something else could not 
be heard. Buthe dia say an interview with 
himself in another morning paper was false. 

THE MAYOR’S COMMUNICATION. 

Resuming the chair, Mayor Boldenweck 
handed the Clerk the following communica- 
tion: F 

As there is a great hue and cry in the Chicago 
papers as regards typhoid-fever being epidemic 
in our city and as the whole cause is laid to our 
water, I deem it my duty to lay before your hon- 
orable body such facts as I am able to give. 
Sinse the cry has been raised I have on several 
occasions consulted our Health Commissioner in 
regard to our water. and have been assured 
by him that our water was not polluted, 
and furthermore had nothing whatever to do 
with the prevailing sickness in our e eity. Re- 
ports published i the Chicago papers of (should 
be reliable) physicians upon investigation have 
been found to be exaggerated in a great many 
cases only 700 per cent. In further proof that our 
water is not the cause of the sickness, I have been 
informed from reliable sources where sickness 
is and did exist that such families did only use 
Waukesha or Lincoln Park water for drinking 
purposes. Aside from all this, if our water was 
polluted and has caused sickness, how much 
greater should the sickness have been in Chicago 
at the time when it was discovered that a 
sewer was euiptying into the wells at 
the Chicago Avenue Pumping-Works, and said 
water was being distributed toits citizens? In 
the year 1886 to 1887, at this time of the year, 
the shore inlet was used almost entirely, and no 
alarm had been sounded as to sickness. In or- 
der to allay all fear and to satisfy myself, and 
your honorable body, and our citizens, I have or- 
dered our Health Commissioner, in conjunc- 
tion with reputable citizens, to have an analysis 
made of our and other waters taken from differ- 
ent localities in order to establish whether our 
water is purer or impurer than other waters. So 
far I have received no report. A great deal of 
time has already been Jost as regards the laying 
of our new twenty-inch main; the pipe now hav- 
ing been contracted for, it is my desire that your 
honorable body act upon the bids for laying the 
same at the earliest possible moment, as no 
doubt the bids will come up for your considera- 
tion this evening. 

‘“WILIIAM BOLDENWECK, Mayor.” 
NEW INLET PIPE. 
A sentiment appeared to pervade the cham- 


ber that it was best not to ventilate the sub- 


ject by discussion, and the communication 
was silently referred to the Committee on 
Fire and Water. Mayor Boldenweck after- 
ward stated to one of Tun Trieunx reporters 
that Prof. Haines of Rush Medical College 
had been selected to make the analysis. Prof. 
Haines’ statement, given below, may throw 
some light on the Mayor’s words: No re- 
port (from Dr. Sieber) has yet been re 
ceived.” 

To hasten the laving of the 1,000 feet of 
twenty-inch inlet-pipe contracted for the 
Council empowered the Committee on Fire 
and Water to let at once the contract for 
placing the pipe in position to the lowest bid- 
der. The pipe is to have a T-shaped double 
opening, so that if. ice shuts up one mouth 
the other can be used. The work 1s expect- 
ed to be begun by Feb. 16. The cost wiil be 
over $7,000. 

Petitions were read from the citizens of 
Wrightwood avenue, between Halsted and 
Orchard streets, protesting against the pav- 
ing of that avenue so as to convert it into a 
traffic highway. Citizens on Montana street 
petitioned against stone curbings, saying 
that wooden ones were good enough for 
them, and that they didn’t need tnem until 
the city could macadamize the street. Other 
citizens protested against water-mains being 
laid in their localities; they didn’t want the 
Lake View water. William Thom asked 
$1,000 for falling into a hole in the side- 
walk and injuring himself, claiming that no 
no signal had warned him of the danger.

Week before last Dr. Francis A. Sieber, 
Lake View’s Health Officet, who claims the 
water consumed by residents of that village 
is all right, proclaimed he would settle the 
matter by getting Prof. Walter S. Haines of 
the Rush Medical College t make a chemical 
and microscopic analysis. Prof. Haines was 
on the point of leaving for Mason City, Ia., 
to testify in the Brown poisoning case. But 
his services, he informed Dr. Sieber, would 
be at the latter's disposal on his return. 
Prof. Haines returned last Wednesday. To 
a reporter he said yesterday: 

“i nave not heard from Dr. Sieber since 
my return.

he consulted with the Rev. Samuel Luge, and 
acharge that the Rey. Mr. Wharton had 
desecrated the Sabbath by purchasing chew- 
ing tobacco upon that day was the result. 
There are three or four specifications of this 
charge. One is that the Rev. Mr. Wharton 
flagrantiy violated the Sabbath by buying 
tobacco that day, and another is tnat he and 
the woman who keeps the store on 
Grove street, where he is alleged to have 
bought the tobacco, conspired to desecrate 
the Sabbath by engaging in barter for the 
sale and purchase of the same on that day. 
As soon as the charge was presented Pre- 
siding Elder Halsey prepared for an investi- 
gation and summoned the clergymen of the 
district to determine the case. On learning 
of the proposed investigation the Rev. Mr. 
Wharton went to Chicago and consulted 
with Bishop Merrill, who manifested strong 
disapproval of the proceedings, but decided 
that he could not officially interfere. While 
the investigation was pending George H. 
Foster, one of the ruling spirits 
in the Milwaukee church, made 
a personal inquiry, and é satisfying 
himself that there was nothing in the 
charge had the investigation discontinued. 
This action, however, only served to create 
the greatest indignation among Mr. Whar- 
ton’s parishioners, and the official board of 


the church invited Presiding Eider Halsey 


and the Rev. Mr. Lugg to appear before 
them and explain their conduct. Neither of 
them, however, putin an appearance, and 
now the board has adopted resolutions 
strongly condemning the proceedings. The 
Rev. Mr. Wharton chews tobacco occasional- 
ly, but energetically denies having bought a 
fresh supply of the weed Sunday, and de- 
clares that he never, to his knowledge, saw 
the woman whom he is alleged to have led 
into selling tobacco on the Sabbath.

There is an émeute in Evanston. 

Households are divided. Brother is turned 
against brother. Dr. Cummings does not 
speak to Gen. Beveridge. When Prof. Rena 
Michaels comes down to Muir’s book store to 
purchase a copy of The Romance of a Poor 
Young Man” for her French class Miss 
Frances Willard is buried in “ The Handy 
Prohibition:st; or, Every Man His Own Rum 
Paralyzer.” 

The drug: stores are debating societies. 
The students are in arms. There is no chance 
for a compromise. If the post-office is 
moved East Evanston will secede from the 
Union. If itis not moved West Evanston 
will secede. This is the grave responsibility 
which Evanston thrusts upon Gen. Harrison. 

No such feeting has been aroused sirce a 


gang of desperadoes raided ex-Gov. Shu- 


man’s estate and looted it of a brown pyle, 
a yellow-and-red dominick, and three feet of 
lead pipe. But then the excitement was the 
result of aselfish instinct aroused by the 
jeopardy of property interests. 

Now it is a matter of principle and perme- 
ates all classes. Gov. Shuman has gone to 
Springfield to obtain permission to form a 
training band. The police force sleeps on its 
arms. 

Evanston is divided into two sections by 
the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul and tne Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
roads. That portion west of the tracks is 
called West Evanston and that portior east 
East Evanston. Both sections are cut east 
and west by that throbbing artery of trade— 
Davis street, lined with marts of commerce 
and drug stores. Below is a map of the 
scene, obtained at enormous expense by THE 
TRIBUNE War correspondent yesterday:

THE SEAT OF WAR. 

This, although inadequate, will give the 
reader an idea of the scene of the conflict. 
The post-office, it will be observed, is now 
near the east end of the artery of trade and 
somewuat removed from the west end of the 
metropolis. It is the desire of the inhabi- 
tants across the track, except a few base var- 
lets who think it is weill enough placed now, 

have the post-office moved west. The 
Jovernument Inspector has recommended this, 
designating a spot, which is set down in the 
map as g,“ as a proper location. 

This is on a side street, however, and meets 
the approval of no one, except possibly the 
proprietor of the building chosen, who sells 
doughnuts and johnnycake to the citizens. 
The point designated in the map as h 18 
the site selected by the West End. It is now 
a vacant lot owned by Dr. Mann, who pro- 
poses to erect a building for the Goyern- 
ment. The present site, in which the 
east end is determined the post-office shall 
remain, is owned by a Mr. Clifford, who works 
for the Government. East Evanston hopes 
that if the worst comes to worst Mr. Clifford 
can call in Federal power, run a gunboat up 
Lake Michigan and shell the perniciousness 
out of West Evanston while the artillery is 
attacking it from the rear. 

West Evanston says it defies gunboats and 
artillery, and, led by the gallant Maj. Snu- 
man, will undertake to eat all the shell that 
drop west of the tracks, And there the mat- 


ter lies.

SALE OF SOME AUDITORIUM GROUND. 


Eastern Capitalists Purchase Two Lots of 
the Land—Other Transfers. 

Bryan Lathrop, representing the well 
known Boston capitalists, Francis Bartlett 
and William A. Slater, completed yesterday 
negotiations for the purchase from Walter 
L. Peck and brothers of a portion of the 
ground on which the new Auditorium Build- 
ing stands. The land is under the south- 
west corner of the building, the lofty tower 
standing on a portion of it, and consists of 
two pieces, one measuring 55 feet on. Wa- 
bash avenue by 105.5 feet on Congress street, 
while the other has a frontage of 50 feet on 
Congress and a depth of 80 feet. The two 
lots are adjoining, and the price paid for the 
whole is $232,200. Tbe ground is sold subject 
to a ninety-nine year lease to the Chicago 
Auditorium Association, under which the 
rental for the first term, which has about 
eighteen years to run, is $11,619 per annum. 
After the expiration of this first term, or 
about 1907, the ground may, at the lessor's 
option, be revalued every ten years, and 
the annual rental fixed’ at 6 per cnt 
on the valuation, although it is provided that 
the rental shall never be less than $11,610. 


The purchase price, it will be seen, is on the 


basis of 5 per c on the present rent, but 
as there can be little doubt that the ground 
will be more valuable eighteen years hence 
than now the buyers can reasonably count on 
their investment then yielding more than 6 
per cent upon the purchase money. Of the 
buyers William A. Slater 1s well known here 
as the purchaser of the Honoré Block; Fran- 
cis Bartlett, whose interest is in a trust ca- 
pacity, is a son of the Nestor of the Boston 
bar, his famous father, though 90 years old, 
being still in active practice. 

The story of the Pecks’ acquisition of the 
property sold yesterday furnishes un interest- 
ing commentary on the achievements of the 
Auditorium Association. The sale is a fresh 
stamp of favor placed on the Auditorium en- 
terprise by disinterested Capital. Nothing 
of the sort was possible two vears ago. The 
corner lot was then occupied by the Bruns- 
wick Hotel and two fine dwellings covered 
the Congress street ground. When the Audi- 
torium Association was acquiring the ground 
needed for its building efforts were made to 
find local capitalists who would buy these 
two lots, with the certainty of a lease to the 
Auditorium Association. But Chicago capi- 
tal was not a firm believer in the Auditorium 
project, and capitalist after capitalist de- 
clined to invest. The Peck brothers—Walter 
L., Clarence L., and Ferdinand W.—despair- 
ing of finding a purchaser, finally decided to 


buy the property themselves, and did so, pay- 


ing $193.000 for it. They have sold at a fair 
advance, but it is understood that they have 
given the Auditorium Association at least 
one year’s rental free and are now going to 


been trying to find a purchaser ever 
they took the property two years ago. 

Warren Springer has sold to H. A. Hurl- 
but for $440,000 the improved property on the 
west side of Canal street, 100 feet north of 
Vana Buren, the ground having a frontage ot 
924 feet and running back to Clinton, 31834 
feet. 

The improved property on the south side of 
Madison street, 106 feet west of Market, the 
ground being 42x99 feet, has been purchased 
by Alphonso D. Baldwin, who ‘paid A. A. 
Roberts and others $100,000. 


LABOR TROUBLE AND RACE PREJUDICE. 


A Disquieting State of Affairs at Marion, 
Il.—Shots Exch 

Marion, III., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—Serious 
labor troubles, growing out of race preju- 
dices, are threatened in this city. The firm 
of M. W. Westbroqk & Sons, tobacco packers, 
have imported a number of colored men to 
work in their factory. The firm claim that 
there are no white men here who have had 
sufficient experience and are competent to 
do the work of stemming, stripping, ete, A 


number of white men are dissatisfied because | 


they are not given work, and have sent 
threats to the colored men, warning them 
that if they do not leave in ten days they 
will be roughly handled. These threats be- 
ing treated lightly, Saturday night last about 
9:30 o’clock some persons who are yet un- 
known went to the home ofs Logan Collins, a 
colored foreman in the factory, and fired five 
shots into his house. Collins returned the 
fire, but none of the shots took effect. Threats 
have been made to burn the factory and run 
every colored man out of town. Meantine 
the factory owners declaré that they will re- 
tain their colored help at all hazards, and se- 
rious trouole is feared.

A LIFE von EACH SHOT. . 


JEALOUSY CAUSES A LOVER TO KILL 
4 WOMAN AND HIMSELF. 


The Double Tragedy Takes Place on the 
Street in the Early Evening—The Maa 
John Dempsey, an Engineer — The 
Woman Maud MeClelian, a Cham- 
bermaid—Letters Found Show That the 
Pair Had Quarreled—The Other Man 
in the Case. 

At the threshold of the Westminster Pres- 
byterian Church, Jackson and Peoria stceets, 
a tragedy occurred last night the memory 
of which will haunt that quiet neighborhdod 
for years to come. 

About 8:15 o’clock a woman passing south 
on Peoria street noticed aman and woman 

railing evidently 
quarreling. She took slight notice of the 
couple, and was hastening on her way 
when she heard almost at her side the ie 
port of a pistol shot. Turning, she saw that 
the man had stepped a few feet away from 
his companion, who was in the act of falling 


to the ground. The next moment a second 


report rang out, and the man staggered and 


Tell on the snow-covered sidewalk. 


Officer Etchingham, who lives at No. 171 
South Green street, heard the two reports, 
and running into the street witnessed the. 
closing act of the tragedy. In a moment be 
Was on the spot, but che bodies were already 
lifeless, a bullet hoie in the head of each 
having caused almost instantaneous death. 
The West Madison street patrol wagon was 
immediately summoned and the bodies taken 
to the morgue. 

THEIR IDENTITY ESTABLISHED. | 

From papers found on the body it was dis- 
covered that the man’s name was John 
Dempsey, and that he was employed as engi- 
neer at Hiboard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co.’s 
Wholesale hardware store, No. 32 Lake street. 
The woman was Maud McClellan, a chamber 
maid at tne Illinois Charitable Eye and Ear 
Infirmary, No. 227 West Adams street. ae 

Jealousy was undoubtedly the cause of the. 
tragedy. The unfortunate woman, who was 
by no means prepossessing, being nearly six 
feet tali and rather harsh-featured, came to 
this city from Canada about two years ago. 
She appears to have been troubled with more 
than a sufficiency of suivors, and her hesi- 
tancy as to who should be the favored one 
was undoubtedly the cause of her tragic 
fate. Besides the dead man she appears to 
have at one time shown a partiality for Peter 
Campbell at No. 46 Pacific avenue. In her 
room at the infirmary was found a letter ad- 
dréssed to Campbell, which reads as follows: 

Peter, here's your letter and photo. Willsend 
ring and box as soon as I can. Mavup, 

I see you don’t want me to use the word friend 
in my letters to you. Well, to please you, Pete, 
I won’t say it any more, but mean it just the 
same. Hope you are well. Hope you may never 
have a worse friend. Good night! 

Inclosed in the envelope was a package of 
love letters from Campbell; also a portrait 
of a man in a Highland costume. At the in- 
firmary it was generally supposed that the 
girl and Campbell were cousins. At least 
such was the story she gave out. ; 

HER LETTERS TO DEMPSEY. 
On Dempsey’s person was found a letter 


from the murdered woman, which showed * 


that their last meeting had been a quarrel- 
‘some one. Her intention to make amends 
for past indifference to his suit is clearly ex- 
pressed, but at the same time her fears that 
he may not believe her are no less plain. The 

letter is as follows: nie . 
Johnnie I feel sorry for the way I spoke to 
you the last evening I was in your company. 1 
felt put out much about other things. I ought

Will you please write and let me know where 


vou are? I feel lonely since you left that even- 
ing.

The murdered woman was singularly reti- 
cent in regard to her private affairs with the 
people at the infirmary. Her nearest friend 
was Teresa Oleson, another chambermaid, to 
whom she confided the fact that she favored 
Dempsey. At supper last nightshe appeared 
in excellent spirits, and the prospect of a rec- 
onciliauon with her lover was evidently a 
pleasant one to her. She had spoker of a 
slight misunderstanding having arisen be- 
tween Campbell ana herself, and left the in- 
firmary with Dempsey apparently in a happy 
frame of mind. :

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DEFYING THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


Consul Astwood of san Domingo Refuses to 


Constder Himseit 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.|— 
Secretary is having trouble with 
Consul Astwvod of San Domingo. The head 
of the State t has sent long cabies, 
asking the Consul toconsider himself ejected 
from office, and to turn over his office and 
papers to the Vice-Consul. The Consul, who 
gave a letter of introduction to the man who 
desired to exhibit the bones of Christopher 
Columbus, cables Mr. Bayard in unmistaka- 
bie language that he will not resign, and will 
nbt turn his office: over to the Vice-Consul. 
Mr. Bayard is shocked and considers Mr. 
Astwood a Tartar that should cease his offi- 
cial connection with the Government as soon 
as possible. As soon as the once Chevalier 
ot Delaware heard that an American Consul 
had given a letter introducing a shrewd 
Yankee Barnum to the President of 
San Domingo for the purpose of secur- 
ing Columbus’ bones to exhibit he at once 
cabled Mr. Astwood to resign. The latter 
replied that he would not, because he had 
done nothing to call for his resignation. He 
explained that he gave an American an in- 
troduction, just the sameas he would give 
Mr. Bayard or any other citizen of the Unit- 
ed States. It was merely a diplomatic cour- 
tesy, so he stated. Mr. Bayard forgot all 
about Samoa, forgot every ing aimost in 
his anxiety to oust Astwood. He cabied the 
Vice-Consul to take charge of Astwood’s of- 
fice and make him surrender the papers. The 
Vice-Consul met with resistance, and up to 
date has not been able to get the papers of 
the defiant Consul. In the meantime Pres- 
dent Cleveland has ap ted Astwood’s suc- 
cessor and the Senate refused to confirm 
him. Mr. Bayard is incensed at the action of 
the Senate, and thinks it a direct thrust at 
him. Astwood holds the fort, and smiles at 
the cablegrams that come from the State De- 
partment.

DEATH OF A SOUTHWESTERN AMAZON. 


The Famous Mrs. Belle Starr Killed in the 
Choctaw Nation. 

Fort Smiru, Ark., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—A 
telegram was received in this city today by 
James Starr, the husband of the famous 
Belle Starr, announcing that she had been 
shotdead at Eufaula. No particulars were 
given and nothing to show who did the deed. 
The death of this notorious woman closes a 
remarkable and interesting career. Her 
whole life, as near as can be learned, has 
been spent with desperate and lawless 
pm of men, and her own prowess 
as a crack shot has deen for years 
the talk of the Southwest, where most 
of her life has beenspent. Rumor connects 
her with the famous James and ob nay 

ngs in Missouri. For some years she has 
ived in the Choctaw Nation. After the 
death of her husband, Cole Younger, in Mis- 
souri, she married Sam Starr and lived with 
him in the Choctaw Nation. With her hus- 
band she was in Fort Smith about three years 
ago and the two left for home in the evening, 
but on the way Starr was killed by an old 
enemy. Soon afterwards she murred her 
late husbana’s cousin, James Starr, who was 
in the city yesterday when the telegram an- 
nouncing her death was received. There 
was blood in his eye when he heard the news, 
and without delay he saddled his horse, pro- 
vided himself with a quart of whisky, and 
started for home, saying that somebody was 
going to suffer. 

Dressed in men’s clothes, riding in a man’s 
saddle and armed with a brace of formida- 
ble pistols, Belle Starr has raided, caroused, 
and participated in every known form of 
outiawry prevaient in the nation. She rode 
perfectly, shot with great skill, and withal 
was a well educated and accomplished wom- 
an. She leaves one daughter named Pearl 
Younger, a beautiful girl, possessing her 
— ag fire and her father’s reckless crim- 
inality. 


THE MONTREAL ICE PALACE. 


It Is Formally Ovened by the Governor 
General Last Night. 

MontTreat, Que., Feb. 4.—Governor Gen- 
éral and Lady Stanley arrived in Montreal 
at noon today, and were met by members of 
the Carnival Executive Committee, and 
proceeded in carriages through St. James 
street under a living arch manned by 
snowshoers in costume, and up 
to the Windsor Hotel, where tney 
were received by the civic Reception Com- 
mittee and informally welcomed to the 
city. The cavalry furnished an escort, and 
they were received by a guard of honor 
from the Victoria Rifles at the Windsor 
Hotel. Tonight the Governor General for- 
mally opened the ice palace, which was brill- 
tantly illuminated with electric lights. 

Crowds congregated both inside and 
around the palace. Joseph Hickson wel- 
comed his Excellency in behalf of the Car- 
nival Executive, to which the Governor Gen- 
eral replied, declaring the palace open.

J. V.FARWELL INELIGIBLE | 


GEN. HARRISON THOUGHT OF HIM 
FOR THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


He Is an Importer, However, and Could 
Nat Hold the Position — Indianapolis 
Ministers Call on the President-Elect— 
The Secretary of the Treasury Will Not 
Come from Congress Report on the 
Texas Elections—General Political News. 

IxpraNaPouis, Ind., Feb, 4.—[ Special, In 
looking around for an acceptable man to fill 
the Cabinet position that Senator Allison 
doesn’t want the politicians who are trying 
to assist Gen. Harrison have found several 
available men whose names have been 
adroitly suggested to the President-elect, but 
without apparently making much of an im- 
pression. There is one suggestion to which 
he has given some careful consideration, 
however, and it will doubtless be sur- 
prising to Mr. J. V. Farwell of Chicago 
to know that it was his name that seemed to 
have made a favorable impression upon the 
mind of the President-elect, but it is im- 
probable that ne will be asked to turn atten- 
tion from his own vast financial interests to 
those of his country for the reason that he 
may be ineligible on account of his interests 
in the mercantile business, which doubtless 
embraces some importing. For the same 
reason A. T. Stewart: was not placed in 
charge of the Treasury Department when 
Grant was President. 

Since information has been received here 
that Congressman McKinley has with some 
emphasis expressed unwillingness to go into 
the Cabinet the centre of speculation is 
John C. New, and there continues to be much 
talk locally about the probability of his 
appointment. Mr. New said this afternoon 
in an interview: “I have received no di- 
rect information that Senator Allison 
has declined a place in the Cabinet. When- 
ever those of my friends who have been kind 
enough to urge me for a position have seemed 
inclined to thrust me forward I have begred 
theni to desist. Gen. Harrison and I have 
been neighbors for years, and he knows me 
well enough without any recommendation. 
If be should offer me a position that I would 


be willing to accept I might do so, but lam_ 


not an applicant for any position.“ 

Mr. New did not leave tor New York today 
as it was announced last night he would, and 
he may not go for several days. It is the 
lief of many of Gen. Harrison’s friends that 
he will surprise the country, and the assist- 
ant Cabinet makers more than all others, in 
his selection of a Secretary of the Treasury. 

Forty-three of the ministers of Indian- 
apolis called upon Gen. Harrison precisely at 
noon — after the adjournment of a regu- 
lar mont ly meeting. They carried with 
them a parchment, upon which was written 
the following, signed by all of the preachers: 

INDIANAPOLIs, Ind., Feb. 4— 70 Gen. Benja- 
min Harrison, President-elect of the United States: 
Upon the eve of your departure from among us 
to enter upon the high office to which you have 
been chosen by your countrymen the members 
of the Indianapolis Ministerial Association beg 
leave most respectfully to tender this ex- 
pression of their cordial esteem and affec- 
tion.

OHIO’S STATE FINANCES. 


GOV. FORAKER SAYs THAT THEY ARE 
IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The Direct Tax Bill Is Not Needed to Keep 
the State from Bankruptcy—A Convict 
Labor Bill Introduced in Minnesota— 
Railroads Fighting the Taxation Meas- 
ure—Indiana Will Try to Prohibit 
Trusts—Florida to Form a Board of 


Health. ' | 

Co.tvmsts, O., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—Recent 
publications concerning the finances of tne 
State have attracted considerable attention, 
since itis o to appear that Ohio’s treas- 
ury is in a deplorable condition. One of the 
articles referred to charges that misrepre- 
sentations have been made in order to reflect 
honor upon the present State Administra- 
tion, while others intimate that if the Direct 
Tax bill is not passed by Congress Ohio’s 
paper will go to protest. 

Gov. Foraker was asked about the truth of 
these statements this afternoon and said: 
“The statements published in Democratic 
newspapers in regard to the finances of the 
State are ridiculous falsehoods. The truth is 
that the present financial condition of the 
State is better than it has been at any time 
since Gov. Hoadly’s Administration ended. 
There is no truth whatever in the statement 
that there has been juggiery in the 
sinking fund or other funds in order 
to admit of meeting the State's 
obligations. The books of the State Treasurer 
and State Auditor are balanced every Mon- 
day at the close of business hours. By the 
statement of last Monday it is shown that 
there remained at that time to the credit of 
the general revenue of taxes collected and 
yet to be collected nearly $900,000. In addi- 
tion to that there willbe a surplus in the 
sinking fund of about $250,000 July 1. There 
will also be a surplus of over $100,000in the 
school fund. : 

W. I. Cope, Chairman of the House Fi- 
nance Committee, sent the following tele- 
gram to Senator Sherman: 

The financial condition of Ohiois better than 
at any time since Hoadly went out of office. The 
State does not need the direct tax to meet her 
obligations or necessities. 

The ruction between Gov. Foraker and At- 
torney General Watson, in the beginning 
nothing more than a misunderstanding that 
required no public notice, has grown to such 
an extent that legislative action will be asked 
in the matter. his course is the only one 
open now to Gov.

TO PROHIBIT ALL TRUSTS. 


A Bill Passed by the Indiana Senate— What 
Was Done in the House. 

IxDANATOtus, Ind., Feb. 4.—[Special.]— 

In the Indiana Senate today the bill against 


trusts by Senator Barrett was passed, only 


two members, Senators shroyer and Burke, 
voting against it. The bill makes trusts un- 
lawful in Hoosierdom, and every person who 
enters into a combination for the purpose of 
upholding prices in any product or manu- 
factured article is made liable for the debts 
of all persons concerned in the trust, and all 
of the parties may be sued for damages by 
any person suffering loss in consequence of 
the combination. Afine of from $1,000 to 
$10,000 may be collected from any person con- 
victed of being concerned in a trust and a 
penalty of imprisunment may be added. 

The House resoived today that the State 
Insane Hospital’s fluancial affairs should be 
investigated with a view to ascertaining if 
any of the funds were stolen by John E. 
Sullivan, the absconding County Clerk, who 
is known to have borrowed meney at dif- 
ferent times from the trustees of the insti- 
tution. A bill was engrossed which if it 
reaches enactment will deprive the Governor 
of power to appoint the State Geologist, Mine 
Inspector, and Oil Inspector. The engrossed 
measure provides for the election by the 
Legislature of adirector of the geological 
department who shall have power to appoint 
the Mine and Oil inspectors. There is little 
doubt that the bill will be passed under 
caucus rule. 


A PRISUN LABOR BILL. 


One Introduced in Minneséta—The Bill to 
Tax Corporations. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 4—[Special,]— 
A bill to regulate prison labor was introduced 
by Senator Edwards today. It authorized the 
Board of Managers of Stillwater Penitentiary 
to empioy all convicts not otherwise needed 
in che prison on either the State account, 
piece price, or the contract system, or ali of 
them, as may be deemed best for the inter- 
ests of the State and the con- 
victs. If convicts are to be employed 
on: the contract system it must be 
with the restrictions that no free labor shall 
be admitted to the prison grounds except the 
foremen; that no labor shall be let for less 
than 50 cents per day for each convict; that 
no contract shali be let for more than five 
years; that the State shall reserve the right 
to transfer convicts from one shop to another 
or take any off the contract entirely at the 
discretion of the Warden; that contracts 
must be „ by the Governor; and that 
foremen the piece price system is adopt- 
ed) must be empioyés of the State. Another 
section provides that hereafter all work for 
the State at the prison shall be done by the 
convicts as far as practicable, and another 
makes a Diank appropriation for the pur- 
chase of tools, machinery, and materi if 
the State account system is adopted. 

The bill which§will excite the most deter- 
mined opposition of the railway companies 
of the State is that presented by Representa- 


„tive McKusick, and which is now in the 


hands of the Judiciary Committee. The ef- 
fect of the measure, if passed, will be to as- 
sess all the property of corporations for pur- 
poses of taxation. Under the present law 
such properties are exempt. The respec- 
tive railway companies own vast areas of 
lands in the State upon which they do not 
pay acent of taxes. The McKusick bill pro- 
vides for the equal taxation of all 
property that is owned by corporations, the 
same as the belongings of individuals. Not 
alone does it affect the railway companies, 
For illustration, at the present time a 
number of wealthy property owners who 
wish to evade the taxgatnerer’s province 
form a corporation, thereby effecting the de- 
sired end, while the revenues coilected to 
meet the expenses of the State, city, or town 
must come irom individual taxpayers. An

Fiske, the brilliant, versatile ‘‘ Giddy Gusher“ 
of the New York Mirror and wife of Stephen 
Fiske, died at half past 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing at her home, No. 72 West Ninety-third 
street, of pneumonia and gastric fever. Mrs. 
Fiske was about 50 years of age. She was 
known to every actor and actress as well as 
journalist in the country as a kind-hearted 
and accomplished woman. She was born at 
Hartford, Conn. When she was only 16 years 
old, she began to write plays which were 
brought out at the Bowery Theatre by 
Charles Fox; later she became à full 
fledged journalist, and her signature M. H.

Small- Pox on an Ocean Steamer. 

There were two cases of smali-pox among 
the crew of the French steamer La Nor- 
mandie when she reached quarantine from 
Havre at twenty minutes to 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. None of the passengers had been 
infected, as the sailors were isolated at once 
en the appearance of the disease. Health 
Officer Smith vaccinated everybody on board 
and ordered the vessel to be thoroughly 
fumigated. The sick seamen will be taken 
to North Brothers Isiand, and it is probable 
that the vessel will be allowed to come up to 
the city tomorrow. 

Arrival of the Warship Juniata. 

The man-of-war Juniata, from the Asiatic 
station, arrived at quarantine this morning. 
The vessel’s last calling port was St. Thom- 
as, W. I., which harbor she left Jan. 238. 
From that port to Cape Hatteras she experi- 
enced a series of stgong northwesterly gales 
with high seas. The vessel will be detained 
at quarantine till tomorrow as a precaution- 
ary measure.

Death and Damage Caused by Smoke. 

The question of damage by smoke in great 
cities where bituminous coalis burned has re- 
ceived new light by a recent paper contributed 
by the Hon. F. A. R. Russell, published under 
the auspices ofthe London Smoke Abatement 
Institution. He shows that during the great fogs 
of London in 1880, fogs which were doubtless 
due in the main to smoke in the atmosphere, the 
death rate in London rose in January from the 
normal winter figure of twenty-seven and one- 
tenth to forty-eight and one-tenth for the week 
ending Feb. 7, which was the period of densest 
fog. At same time the death rate 
for nineteen provincial towns was only 
twenty-six and three-tenths; in other 
words, the cases of deaths over the average for 
an ordinary winter period was 2.094. He esti- 
mated that at least ten times as many persons 
were ul trom the same cause. It thus appears 
that the dead and wounded in this contest with a 
preventable nuisance were equal to that of many 
fambus batties. Mr. Russell computes that the 
annual loss to the population of London in the 
way of damage to buildings, furniture, extra 
washing, waste of coal, extra lighting, etc., not 
taking into account the enhanced death rate,

DECISION EXPECTED ON CAR LOT RATES. 


Rallroads Awaiting the Judgment of the 
Inter-State Commission. 

New York, Feb. 4.—[Special.]—It is re- 
ported that a decision will soon be reached in 
the car-load lot suits before the Inter-State 
Commission which have been brought 
by New York wholesale merchants, 
together with certain Western retail 
merchants, against the trunk line 
railroads. They have now been pend- 
ing for more than a year and have 
attracted general interest and attention 
throughout the country as among the most 
imiportant cases tnus far tried before the 
commisson. — decision, Westies a, — 
against the railways. Will materially 
not only the wholesale trade of New York 
and other seaboard cities but also the rights 
and 1 ts of retail merchants in every 

of the country west and southwest of 
ew York. 

The brief on behalf of the plaintiffs in re- 
ply to the brief for the defendant railway 
companies was filed with the commission to- 
day, and the matter is now im the hands of 
tne commission for decision. The defense 
which the railways made to those cases has 
been that the cost of transporting merchan- 
dise in small lots is so much greater 
than the cost for car-load lots as to compel 
the railroads to charge more for its 
transportation. It is urged by the counsel 
for the plaintiffs, with a considerable show 
of authority, that the cost of the traffic has 
in this country little or nothing to do with 
the rates that are charged. It is shown that 
in England, as well as in this country, 
freight-cars are moved one-half or two-thirds 
full instead of quite full for purposes of dis- 
patch, and that in the competation for freigh. 
traffic tiie railroad companies constantly sac- 
rifice s to speed. 

Mr. Fink, who seems to have conducted the 
defense of these cases on behalf of the rail- 
road companies, produced at the trial before 
the commission an elaborate tebulated state- 


ment of the cost of moving local freight. 


The counsel for the complainants have 
broken the force of these  cai- 
culations in rather an amusing man- 
ner. They take the figures furnishea by 
Mr. Fink, which, as he assumes, represent 
tne cost of moving local traffic ona selected 
train of a division of the Penusytvania Rail- 
road, and applying these figures to the en- 
tire miscellaneous ciass less th 
load traffic of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road for the year 1887 cipher out 
a cost to the company, upon the basis of Mr. 
Fink’s calculation, of about four times the 
actual cost of ali the freight traffic, car-load 
and less than car-load tegether, of the Penn- 
sylvania Kailroad Company for 1887 as set 
forth in the annual report to the stockbold- 
ers for that year. This seems to eliminate 
Mr. Fink’s figures completely from the case. 

It is suggested that grain and wheat, coal 
and lumber, farm products and provisions 
move eastward generally in car-loads from 
one consignor to one consignee, while mis- 
cellaneous merchandise, manufactured 
products, and imported goods of e- 
ery description move westward 
generally in Jess than car-loads, 
from many consignors to Many consisnees, 
and itis urgedfrom tis that a uniform 
classification can be equitable only with 
some allowance for the difference in the char- 
acter of the traffic. It is also argued 
by the “counsel for the plaintiffs that 
these car-load rates are utterly with- 
out defense and not necessary in the nature 
of things, first, because they are new, hav- 
ing been imposed only since the Inter-State 
Commerce law went into effect; second, be- 
cause in the classiflcauon of the Southern 
Railway & Steamship Association, under 
which freight is moved in the country south 
of the Potomac and Onio Rivers, o such 
discriminations are made; and, third, be- 
cause the lines west of Chicago and St. Louis 
make only small and slightly oppressive 
difference in rates between car-loads and less 
than car-loads.

The Monkey Saved Nineteen Lives. 

A pet monkey belonging to Mrs. James Lewis, 
wife of Capt. Lewis of the clipper ship Stephen 
D. Horton, possibly saved the lives of nineteen 
persons Dec. 27. Sailing along on a smooth sea 
in the tropics, 420 miles east of Pernambuco, and 
bound from Calcutta to New York, the ship 
seemed perfectly secure at 11:15 a. m., when the 
attention of Mrs. Lewis was called to the 
monkey. With his keen little nose stuck into 
the pump-well he sniffed and jumped about in 
great excitement till the Captain went there 
and found an odor of smoke. e bales of jute 
in the hold were on fire. All hands were called, 
the after-hatch broken oven, and water played 
on the burning cargo. For two hours y 
fought the smoldering fire, and then, as no 
flames had appeared, battened down the hatches 
and crowded on sail . = 

At 3:30 p. m. there Au Explosion. cau 
the Captain thought, by the fire having reache 
a part of the 100 tons of saltpetre stowed amon 
the 900 tons of jute. In afew minutes the vesse 
was envelo in flames. Mrs. Lewis was 
dragged from her cabin by her husband, and both 
succeeded in climbing into one of the two boats 
that were hastily lowered, Eight men jumped 
overboard, and one of these, John Davis, was 
drowned. Anotber man, Henry Younger, went 
back for some clothes and was suffocated. For 
three days and nights after the ship burnt up 
the Captain and his wife and nine men ip one 
boat and ten men in the other lived on hard- 
tack and a gill of water apiece under the flerce 


rays of a tropical sun. 

They were picked up Dec. 30 by the bark Twi- 
light, bound from Cardiff to Valparaiso. The 
Captain took them to within twelve miles of 
Pernambuco, and then sent them ashore in their 
own boats. The sailors went to England by 
steamer, and Capt. Lewis and his wife, who told 
this story, arrived here yesterday in the steamer 
Advance. The monkey saved himself by jump- 
ing into the boat, and he is with them now.—

WHERE IS PENDLETON? 


HE HAS NOT BEEN AT THE GERMAN 
FOREIGN OFFICE FOR MONTSHS. 


So Says an Inspired Article in a Berlin Pa- 
per—He Has Not, According to This 
Paper, Conveyed to the German Gov- 
ernment Any Communications Touch- 

. img the Samoan Question—Prince Bis- 
marck Proposes a Kesumption of the 
Consultations of 1887.

BERLIN, Feb. 4.—An inspired article in the 
Norddeutsche declares, in answer to a Wash- 
ington telegram dated the ist inst. stating 
that Mr. Bayard had instructed Mr. Pendle- 
ton, the American Envoy in Berlin, to make 
to the German Government cértain over- 
tures concerning American interests at 
Samoa, that Mr. Pendleton has done nothing 
of the kind; that he has not visited the For- 
eign Office for several months; and that he 
has not conveyed any official communications 
from his Government concerning Samoa 
since his return to his post some weeks ago. 

The paper further suggests that Minister 
Pendleton’s term is nearly ended and that a 
new Minister would soon succeed him. 

The Cologne Gazette last night published the 
following editorial on the interview with 
Count Bismarck, Minister of State: 

This expression from the German Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs deserves particular at- 
tention, not only on account of what was said, 
but on account of the unusual method taken to 
lay the Count’s opinion before tae public. In 
Germany ail politicians whose ju ent is 
worth anything were convinced from the begin- 
ning that the difference of opinion between the 
German Empire and the United States con- 
erung the regulation of Samoan affairs 
could not lead to a rupture between the two 
friendly States. In America, however, a portion 
of the press and of the Representatives in Con- 
gress, not familiar with the governing principles 
of German policy, were of the opinion that it was 
the intention of Germany to violently oppose 
American interests, to the disregard of a posi- 
tive agreement already existing. In order to re- 
fute this mistaken theory and to disarm unjust 
suspicion, Count Herbert Bismarck published 
his and his Government's views on the matter 
to the American people at large. It is to be 
hoped that this frank statement will be received 
in the same spirit in which it 1s offered, ard will 
succeed in leading back public opinionin the 
United States to the exercise of an unprejudiced 
judgment. 

Commenting upon the action of the United 
States Senate in voting a credit for a coaling 
station at Pago-Pago, the National- Zeitung 
says: 

America obtained the right to establish a coal- 
ing station from Malietoa, butshe did not take 
advantage of the privilege within the specified 
time. The establishment of a station now 
would appear to be an American protest against 
German annexation. 

The North German Gazette tonight makes al- 
lusion to Mr. Pendleton being unwell. This 
is construed as an indication that the ap- 
pointment of a new American Minister is de- 
sirable. 

Lonpon, Feb. 4—Th@Berlin correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph says it is certain that 
the German Consul at Samoa will be re- 
moved. Prince Bismarck is extremely an- 
noyed by the Consul exceeding his instruc- 
wons. 


CONSULTATIONS TO BE RESUMED. 


Bismarck Wants to Discass the Samoan 
Situation. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 4.—Count von 
Arco, the German Minister, called at the 
State Department this afternoon and had a 
conference with Secretary Bayard in regard 
to Samoan affairs. He informed the Secre- 
tary that he had received a communication 
from Prince Bismarck, to the effect that the 
German Government proposes a resumption 
at Berim of the consultations which took 
place in Washington between representa- 
tives of Germany and Great Britain and the 
United States in 1887 on the subject of Samoa. 

Ihe above information was furnished to 
the press by Secretary Bayard, with the 
statement that it was ail he would say on the 
subject at present. It was therefore impos- 
sible to obtain today the full text of Prince 
Bismarck’s communication. It is probable, 
however, that it will be transmitted to Con- 
gress tomorrow or the next day, with Secre- 
tary Bayard's views on the subject. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
today decided to recommend ron-concurrence 
in the Senate amendmentsto the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation bill. A number 
of these amendments met with favor, but the 
committee resolvea to adopt the course above 
outlined as best calculated to secure speedy 
action upon the bill. The amendment ap- 
propriating $400,000 for the protection 
of American interests in Samoa met 
with unanimous approval, but will be al- 
lowed to go with the other amendments into 
conference. In the case of the amendment 
appropriating $100,000 for the establishment 
of a naval station at Pago-Pago, Samoa; it 
was heid that the paragraph in the Naval 
Appropriation bill relating to the same sub- 
ect (and much broader in its terms) was 

tter framed than the Senate amendment, 
and, in addition, was placed where it proper- 
ly belonged; so it is likely that it be 
dropped in conference if early action on the 
part of the Senate upon the naval appropria- 
tion is assured. 

The Navy Department is informed that the 
United States ship Mohican, fitting out at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, will be ready for 
sea tomorrow. She will proceed directly to 
Panama, where it is expected she will receive 
orders to join Admi Kimberly’s fleet at 
Samoa.

A WONDERFUL ECLIPSE AT SEA. 


The Strange Things a Sallor Saw in the 
Indian Ocean. 
New York Sun: “In the 608, before the 


Suez Canal opened the short passage from | 


Liverpool to Singapore, I shipped for che voy- 
age on the bark Ceylon, and we put into port 
twice on the long passage. I suppose the 
Captain knew that. there was going to be an 
echpse of the sun when we sailea, but there 
was not much talk about it; as it was not cer- 
tain that we would be in the line. She came 
along, however, and got to us a day before 
our reckoning. There was a dead calm and 
‘a clear sky for three days before the shadow 
According to .the reck- 
—1 * were somewhere about 34° south 
and 99° west, in the Indian Ocean. 

“We hadn’t seen a sail for a week, but no- 
ticed strange things in the sky and the air 
and the sea. Spotson the sun were seen to 
appear and disappear, but a passenger who 
preferred the long voyage on the bark to 
passage on the regular line of . steamships, 
and who was up in sky-gazing, said there 
was nothing remarkable about spots on the 


when we had an opportunity, but the officers 


joked him afterward about the — petting 
to windward of him and coming in ahead o 


time. We noticed along about two hours 
one day in the afternoon something strange 
in the color of the water, when lookmg far 
away, and presentiy we saw something 
which we knew was a wave ora wall of 
water coming. 

“ Everyth:ng was made ready for fear of 
some damage to the bark.. The wave struck 
us gently, with a long. easy sweep, and 
our alarm gave place to surprise when we 
found that the old craft was buoyant and 
smart. 

“In a little while some one sung out: 
Look at the spots on the sun!’ and, sure 
enough, whether you believe me or not, there 
was the shadow of the eclipse on one side of’ 
the sun and coming over handsomely, while 
dark spots almost entirely shut out from view 
the part of the sun’s face not covered by the 
moon. The astronomer was dumtounded as 
the darkness came on, but there was nosign 
of a blow. 

The Captain was as badly frightened as 
the crew, and not knowing anything else to 
do ordered the ship made ready for rough 
weapher and squalls. There was nothing in 
the glass to cause any alarm. It continued 
to grow colder and darker. For an hour, ex- 
cept at intervals, there were flashes of light 
through the spots on the sun’s surface. 
Some of these flashes came straightin our 
direction and lit up the water around us, 
while other streaks of bright lignt shot out 
from the sun’s rim behind the spots, and the 
reflection on the water many miles away was 
a beautiful sight to see. 

The flashes or streaks of light were not 
vivid uke lightning, nor so short, but the 
light continued to break through the spots 
for two orthree minutes, and then other 
spots falling in shut it out and darkness came 
upon us again. All the time the waves of 
water came at intervalsof seven or eight 
minutes. but not with increasing hight or 
force.

Tun New Orleans a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, in describing the recent 
horrible outrages perpetrated upon negroes 
in ethe Parish of New Iberia, La., in the 
course of which one negro was hanged, 
several were shot, and many whipped and 
driven from their homes, says: “Not -a 
single man in New Iberia, either officer or 
citizen, could give any reason for these gross 
cruelties.”” Of course not. It was not to de 
expected. But how is it that there is no pun- 
ishment dealt out to these brutes who were 
committing outrages, not stopping short even 
of murder? Courts, officers of the law, and 
justice seem to be as conspicuously lacking 
in New Orleans as reasons for crime. Dis- 
patches state that the Governor has gone 
through the form of ordering an investiga- 
tion. Weeks ago the Governor of Mississip- 
pi ordered a like investigation of the whole- 
sale murders in Kemper County: but has any 
one of them been investigated! Has any one 
of thé murderers, who are well enough 
known, been brought to justice or punished? 
The blood of these victims still cries from 
the ground for vengeance. The New Iberia 
investigation will go no fartner than the 


Kemper County investigation. Justice is a 


farce in the cotton States. Savagery has the 
upper hand of the law and has throttled it. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR POLITICAL MURDERS 

Immediately following the Democratic 
murder of John M. Clayton at Plummerville, 
Ark., there was a chorus of protests from 
the newspapers in the cotton States, with 
multitudinous echoes from Northern Demo- 
cratic newspapers, each and all affirming 
that this was not a political murder, and that 
when the case was sifted down it would be 
found that the cause of the crime was a ber- 
sonel grudge between Mr. Clayton and some 
at present unknown person. The protest is 
a familiar one. Political murders have been 
going on in the cotton States these dozen 
years. The record is a long and bloody one, but 
in every case we have been assured solemnly 
that politics had nothing to do with the mur- 
der, though in every instance it was a Re- 
publican who was killed for political rea- 
sons. 

In the Ciayton case, however, there are 
some conspicuous exceptions in this matter 
of protesting. Mr. Breckinridge, who if he 
retains his seat will do so, first, by the ad- 
vantage of fraud and, second, by the benefit 
of murder, frankty admits that the ballot- 
box at Plummerville was stolen by Demo- 
crats who were helping the cause, and that 
Mr. Clayton was so close upon their heels in 
his investigation that the only way to 
save themselves from exposure was to 
kill him. This is a frank statement, 
which is all the more remarkable as 
it is tantamount to acknowledgment that 
he holds a seat in Congress whose title is 
grounded on fraud and murder. Another 
coaspicuous exception is the Democratic Ar- 
kansas Gazelle, printed in Little Rock, which 
feariessiy tells the truth. It says the men 
who plotted the murder did not originally 
contemplate it. Their purpose in November 
was to influence the result of an election by 
destroying the contents of a ballot-box, and as 
“ ballot-box cheating had become an old, old 
story there was little to justify the fear of 
detection and punishment.’’ It did not turn 
out as they had expected, however. Mr. 
Clayton determined to probe the matter to 
the bottom. His investigation. had gone 
so far as to threaten their personal safe- 
ty. Their crime was a felony. Its pun- 
ishment was the penitentiary. In the as- 
sassination of Clayton was their only hope 
of escape. Thatis all of the story. The men 
who stole the ballot-box murdered John M. 
Clayton to prevent detection of the crime of 
November.

It is highly significant that the Republicans of 
Indiana manifest tne same indifference to ballot 
reform as the Republicans of Connecticut. None 
of the Republican papers of the State have taken 
any part in the reform agitation or shown the 
slightest interest in it. Two or three of them 
have spoken a few perfunctory words in favor of 
reformin the abstract, but the whole Repub- 
lican press of the State is W to 
any specific measure of reform. ere is 
really no occasion for surprise at this. The 
object of ballot reform is to break down 
the power of boodle in our elections. And when 
elec 8 can no longer be controlled by boodle 
the — of the monopolies, trusts, and rings 
will have te to the wall. The Republican 
politicians and the Republican editors under- 
stand all this, and it is the instinct of self-preser- 
vation that impels them to oppose election re- 
form. The lesson should not be lost upon the 
Democrats. From a party standpoint they can 
make no mistake in doing what the enemy does 
not want done. A radical reform in our election 
system is not only right in itself but it is of the 
highest ex ency for the Democratic party.— 
Indian is Sentinel (Dem.). 


It so happens, owing to the audacious and 
shameless gerrymandering in Indiana, that 
the minority party in that State has the con- 
trol of both Houses of the Legislature by 
overwhelming majorities. Furthermore, so 
bitter and unreasoning is the hatred of the 
Democratic members toward their Repub- 
lican colleagues that any measure which 
they may propose, no matter how good it may 
be, is instantly beaten.

If the Indiana Democrats do pass any 
measure which will bring about honest elec- 
tions the Republicans the rank and file at 
least—will be more than pleased, for itis 
what they have been trying to do for years, 
but without success, owing to Democratic 


opposiuon. The Republicans of the United 


States will be pleased and amazed. It wili 
make them think that some good thing can 
come out of the Democratic Nazareth after 
all. For over fitty years the Democratic 
party has not only never made a move—that 
is, taken the initiative—to secure honest elec- 
tions, but it has everywhere fought all the 
efforts of its Republican adversaries to make 
electoral reforms. Its conversion to righteous- 
ness at this late day in the State of Indiana, 
which has about the narrowest and meanest 
partisan Bourbons to be found anywhere, 
will give all good men unfeigned joy. Saul 
among the prophets and Indiana Democrats 
among the reformers are equally unexpected 
sights. 

We will not rejoice over this new depart- 
ure, however, till we see it. Just now the 
Indiana Democrats feel a tittle sick, and, like 
the Devil when out of sorts, want to join the 
saints. But when they get over their momen- 
tary illness it is to be apprehended they will 
be as prone to ballot-box stuffing as of old, 
and that the various bills they have intro- 
duced to promote purity of elections in the 
Hoosier State will die in their pigeon-holes. 
As the Republican members can do nothing 
of themselves owing to tneir numerical 
weakness it is evidently the part of wisdom 
for them to take back seats and let their op- 
ponents run things in behalf of election re- 
form. They may do harm and cannot do 
good by meddling with them. 

THE UNFAIR MAYOR OF JOLIET. 

The Mayor of Joliet is irreconcilable. He 
has taken an oath of unaying and eternal 
hostility to Chicago sewage in all forms 
though it be as diluted as the medicines of 
the old-time homeopathist who would pour a 
vialioft laudanum in Lake Michigan and then 
prescribe ten drops of the mixture as a gen- 
tle narcotic. The Mayor will not accept the 
new drainage bill. Not even a diiution of 
600,000 cubic feet will mollify him. 

But it cannot be zeal for the purity of Ili 
nois streams that makes the Mayor so unre- 
lenting, for he does not say that Joliet, a 
city of 30,000 peopie, shall stop pouring her 
sewage into the Desplaines and the Illinois. 
Thus it appears that the Mayor is inclined to 
make fish of one municipality and flesh of 
another, and to insist that Joliet shall do 
what this city shall not. 

Does not the good Mayor, in his zeal, over- 
look the curious fact that Joliet has no statu- 
tory right to pour her sewage into the Des- 
plaines, while Chicago has? One act of the 
Legislature of 1865 provided that 


The Board of Public Works of the City of Chi- 
cago Gre authorized to adopt and execute a plan 
for cleansing the Chicago River and its branches 
and keeping the same in a pure and healthy con- 
dition, and also contract with the trustees of 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal or otherwise for 
nging the river water in said river and 
branches. Ifin the judgment of said board it 
shall be found that permanent and complete 
drainage of said river and branches can be best 
effected by constructing a channel from some 
point on the Chicago River or its branches 
southwardly toward or near Lockport, or by 
widening and deepening the canal, the board 
are empowered to devise a plan for that 
purpose, and to make any contract necessary to 
carry into effect such purpose with the trustees 
of 11 & Mi Canal, or with the 
United States, or with the State of Illinois, or 
with ae en parties, and to construct a 
ca or to or deepen the Illinois & Michi- 
gan Canal, or otherwise to remove and 
the waters of the Chicago River and its branches. 


Another act, speciticaily providing for the 
caral enlargement, says—

AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD QUESTION 
SETTLED. 


When the Inter-State Commerce act was 
reported from the Cullom committee and 
first made public the interpretation put on 
the short haul ciause by Tue TRIBUNE was 
rejected and condemned in strong terms by 
certain leading railroad officials. Commis- 
sioner Blanchard of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation was particularly emphatic in declar- 
ing in a communication to Tun Trrsune that 
the act embodied the Reagan doctrine pure 
and simple and contemplated in ultimate effect 
a strict equal mileage system of charges, so 
that a road could not take less as its share of 
u joint through rate than it charged for 
local traffic over its own ne. Chaun- 
cey Depew took the same view, 
and railroad officials generally contended 
that the act would abolish the low rates to 
and from the seaboard, and by requiring such 
long haul rates to equal the sum of the locals 
would bankrupt and ruin the West. Cer- 
tainly if the Depew-Blanchard interpretation 
had been accepted the measure could have 
obtained vo votes from Western Congress- 
men; but the claim of the railro@® officials 
was that tne bill was drawn so -ignorantly 
and carelessly that it would ruin the section 
which was demanding it. In some quarters 
even in the West great uneasiness was cre- 
ated by these representations, and it seemed 
likely the bill would be fatally prejudiced iu 
the public mind before its provisions could be 
explained in Congress. It was left for Tun 
TRIBUNE practically single handed to de- 
fend the act against musconstruction or 
perversion and show (as it dia to the 
satisfaction of the general public) that 
local rates and joint through rates were care- 
fully discriminated, and neither was made 
necessarily dependent on the other; that the 
railroads would stili be free to make living 
rates for traffic to and from the seaboard. 
When tne bill came up in the Senate its 
friends adopted ‘lus Trisuneg’s interpreta- 
tion and defended it on that line. It was still 
insisted, however, that this interpretation 
Was erroneous, and that the courts or the 
commission would be compelled to apply the 
short haul clause in its alleged rigorous and 
ruinous meaning. 

Since the adoption of the act railroad offi- 
cials have had nothing to say as to its 
alleged pro rata features, and that they 
did not believe that interpretation cor- 
rect is shown by their failure f conform 
their tariffs thereto. The ruin that was to 
overwhelm the West and leave farm prod- 
ucts rotting in the fields because the rail- 
roads were forbidden by law to make living 
rates for transportation East has not yet 
been felt. That such a disaster need not be 
feared hereafter seems now well assured by 
a recent decision of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. Some months ago the 
commission, in interpreting the short haul 
clause, wholly repudiated the Depew-Bian- 
chard interpretation and adopted that put on 
it by Taz Tripune when thé bill was first re- 
ported. The commission has since reaffirmed 
that decision. It said: 


It was held by the commission in the case of 
the Detroit Board of Trade and others against 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company and others 
that it is not a violation of the law for a carrier 
to accept a less division of a through rate for 
traffic going over its road than the charges to the 
stutions it serves; that the circumstances and 
conditions are substantially different and the 
service entirely dissimilar. 


This disposeg of the claim that joint 
through rates must equal the sum of the 
locals on the. tituent lines.. Such a 
doctrine would Have been ruinous to the 
long haul traffic of the West, and the Inter- 
State act did not contemplate anything of the 
kind. The measure distinctly recognized the 


fact that on certain kinds of through traffic 


the railroads may reduce their rates to the 
level of movement expenses without getting 


anything for fixed charges, while they could 
not, of course, apply that rule to their local 


traffic as well. Western agricultural prod- 
ucts must have the lowest rates the railroads 
can make if they are to be shipped to the 
seaboard States for consumpuon or export. 
A just discrimination may be made in favor 
of such traffic, and no law should interfere 
with exceptionally low rates properly so 
made by the carrier and in the interest of 
the Western producer and Eastern consumer 
alike. With respect tothe traffic from the 
East to the West the “conditions and cir- 
cumstances”? are somewhat different, and 
the commission still has some knotty ques- 


tions to solve in dealing with that phase of 


the question. 


SPECIAL AND GENERAL VERDICTS 
The Legislature passed at its last session a 
law providing that— 


In all trials by jury in civil proceedings in this 
State in courts of record the jury may render ia 
their discretion either a general ora special ver- 
dict; and in any case in which they render a gen- 
eral verdict they may be required by the court, 
and must be so required on request of any party 
to the action, to find specially upon any material 
question or questions of fact which shall be 
stated to tnem in writing. 


This law has been in force for a year and a 
half and has worked admirabiy. It has 
tended to shorten litigation and hinder the 
bringing of suits which have no merit. The 
special findings which are provided for are 
in the nature of a report to the Judge on im- 
portant questions of fact. In suits for alleged 
faise imprisonment, libel, etc., the absence of 
malice, if it can be shown by the defendant, 
plays an important part. Hence the wisdom 
of allowing a jury to determine whether 
there was or was not malice and to inform 
the Judge. 

Furthermore, when the special finding of 
fact is inconsistent with the general verdict 
it is the former that must govern, and the 
court will render judgment accordingly. 
Thus, if in a case of assault the jury should 
return a general verdict of guilty and also a 
special verdict that the defendant was first 
attacked and did not use unnecessary force 
in repelling his assailant, the Judge will set 
aside the genera! verdict, because on that 
state of facts the defendant cannot be law- 
fully held guilty—he has proved a perfect 
defense. Again, when an appeal is taken to 
a higher court the questions of fact decided 
in the special verdicts are not reopened. All 
that the Supreme Court has to decide is 
whether du a state of facts officially certifiea 
to it by the jury the general verdict was cor- 
rect. | 


It will be seen that this law enables a jury 
to exercise more fully than formerly its 
special function—the determination of ques- 
tuons of fact, and is, therefore, in the line of 
law reform. Yet one of the members of the 
present House, Mr. Craig of Mattoon, has, for 
some inscrutable reason, introduced a bill to 
repeal this law and to go back to the old hap- 
hazard verdict system. As Mr. Craig 
is a lawyer, some may assume that his oppo- 
sition to a law which iessens litigation grows 
out of the fact that it may reduce his profits or 
those of some other member of the profession 
by serving the ends of justice. But as courts 
are primarily for the people and not for the

NEW TRIALS BEFORE THE OLD nn 
The failure to get a jury for the second 


trial of Cleary, the New York Aldermanic 


boodler, has made it necessary to transfer 
the case from New York to Binghamton, 
where the prospects for a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the charge are of course much less 
than they would be in the city where the 
crime was committed. After several hun- 
dred men had been brought in and examined 
they were all set aside or excused as incom- 
petent to sit in the case on the grounds that 
they had read the testimony on the tirst trial 
as reported in the newspapers, and hence 
were disqualified. The saine difficulty which 
appeared in the Cleary case will be encoun- 
tered in all probability in the second trial of 
Ed McDonald, the Chicago boodier. In this 


State, as in New York, mere reading of ordi- 


nary newspaper reports does not disqualify 
a man from serving on a jury provided he has 
formed no abiding conviction as to the truth 


‘of the accounts and can render an impartial 


verdict on the evidence as submitted in court. 
But where the statements read are reports of 
the sworn testimony in court on a first trial 
it is different. In such cases it is held that 
all newspaper readers who have perused ac- 
counts of the testimony on a first trial are in- 
competent to sit as jurors in a second trial. 
This means that in the second trial of any 
celebrated case the jury must be made up of 


illiterates and ignoramuses, intelligence be- 


ing carefully excluded from the jury-box, or 
the venue must be changed to some distant 
county where the people know little and care 
less about the matter in controversy. 

Why in cases like that mentioned should 
not the old jury be called back to try the 
case again in the light of new evidence 
or revised instructions as to the law? 
Capable ana intelligent jurors frame 
their verdicts according to the evidence 
and the law as given in the instructions of 
the court. They assume that the Judge will 
rule out improper testimony and state the 
law correctly in his charge to the jury, and 
on this assumption they find their verdict on 
the facts. If it should turn out that the law 
had been incorrectly stated or that testimony 
had been erroneously admitted or rejected 
they could certainly—if competent to sit in a 
jury-box at any time or under any circum- 
stances—revise their judgment and change 
it as far as might be necessary to meet the 
altered state of facts. The verdict of any in- 
telligent and impartial juror is always based 
on the assumption that the testimony ad- 
mitted was proper and the law was fully and 
correctly laid down by the Judge in his 
charge. If testimony is erroneously ad- 
mitted or rejected or bad law is laid down 
by the courtio the charge, the fault is that 
of the Judge and the juror is not responsible 
if he was thus misled into giving a wrong 
verdict. In fact it would be only just to the 
juror in such cases to give him an opportuni- 
ty to reconsider the matter and render his 
opinion on the case with the law correctly 
stated and the testimony properly presented. 

Of course many lawyers will be shocked at 
the idea that a juror who has once rendered 
a verdict should sit again on the hearing of 
thel§ame general charge, but this is never- 
theless one of the reforms which must be 
adopted if the jury system is to be preserved 
—unless the law is changed so that reading 
in a newspaper reports of testimony given in 
a trial shall not disqualify a man otherwise 
competent from serving on the case as a 
juror. Trial by jury cannot be maintained if 
intelligence is to be studiously exciuded from 
the box. This is a newspaper reading age, 
and doctrines established when the common 
people from whom jurors were drawn 
were uneducated and ignorant cannot 
continue to stand. The existing doctrines 
as to the competency of jurors and 
many of the present rules of evidence 
were devised at a time when not one juror in 
hundreds could read or write, and the Judges 
and the lawyers were usually the only per 
sons participating in a trial who could lay 
claim to what is now considered common in 
teligence. Such is not the case in this coun- 
try and in this age of free schools and ahigh 
average of general intelligence. Special pre- 
cautions are not necessary to guard against 
the bigotry, ignorance, and narrowminded- 
ness of the people called to serve as jurors. 
All that is necessary at present isto see that 
the jury is fairly and properly drawn and in- 
telligent, reading men are not excused or ex- 
cluded. In that event there may often be 
greater intelligence in the jury-box than on 
the bench or at the bar. The average Amer- 
ican citizen is not a dolt ora bigot who cannot 
revise his opinion as facts may require. When 
serving on a jury he expects the Judge to see 
that the testimony is correctly presented and 
the law soundly stated and he forms his 
opinion as to the facts accordingly. If mis- 
led by the blunder of the court there is no 
reason why the same jurors could not sit 
again and make any needed correction in 
their verdict, and it would be nothing more 
than fair to give them the opportunity. The 
Judge can sit on a second trial and correct 
his previous blanders-—why not the jurors, 
especially as the errors of the latter usually 
spring from improper rulings by the court or 
misleading instructions? 


Tun Rev. Samuel Smith, an evangelical 
clergyman of St. Paul, preaching in that city 
Sunday, expressed a decided preference for 
high tax as against impossible prohibition in 
the cities. He forcibly illustrated hig argu- 
ment by saying: “The City of Davenport, 
in the prohibition State of lowa, has perhaps 
25,000 inhabitants, and I am told by a gentle- 
man of undoubted veracity that it has 250 
saloons. At the same rate St. Paul, with 
150,000 inhabitants, would have about 1,500 
saloons instead of 360, the tax on which is 
$1,000, and in Davenport the traffic is free.” 
The logic of this statement is convincing, 
and it may be commended to those gentle- 
men of the Illinois General Assembly who 
would try to extend prohibition—well enough 
in itself where it can be enforced, as in rural 
communities—to Chicago, where it could not 
be enforced. With prohibition in this State 
Chicago would have 8.000 untaxed saloons 
instead of less than 4,000 taxed ones, as now. 
There is another part of the Rey. Mr. 
Smitn's discourse which may also be com- 
mended to Illinois legislators. He says:

Tue report of the special Indian affairs 
commission to the Legislature of New York 
contains some interesting statements as to 
the condition of the Indians still remaining

It is a significant com- 
ment upon the efforts made to Christianize 
these Indians that the pagans still remain 
in the majority, and that in every instance 
where it has been sought to esteblish a 
Christian chief in power he has been 
deposed promptly. To overcome the 
difficulties standing in the way of 
civilizing them, the commission rec- 
ommends the abolition of the tribal 
system, the allotment of tne reservations 
in severalty, which would give each person 
above eighteen acres of land and ninety 
acres to each family of five, to prohibit the 
sale of liquor among them, and to compel 
the Indian children to go to school. With 
such a little handful of Indians it ought not 
to de difficult to regulate the elders and make 
the young ones learn to read, write, and 
spell English. It is not creditable to the in- 
teliigence of New York white men that they 
should have followed up missionary work 
for years with no result. A little of the re- 
straining power of law and a good dealof the 
educating power of schools might solve the 
problem. 


AN ordinance for the widening of Congress 
street, between State and Michigan avenue, 
by condemning thirty-four feet along the 
present south line of that thoroughfare was 
passed by the City Council last evening. 
The improvement, which is to be paid for by 
special assessment on the property benefited, 
is a most desirable one. The main entrance 
to the Auditorium Building—now the finest 
structure in Chicago—is on Congress street, 
which is little better than an ordinary busi- 
ness alleyway. Michigan boulevard and 
WabaSh avenue, fine, broad thoroughfares on 
either side, fairly set off the buildimg to the 
east and west. A similar wide thoroughfare 
on the south side would give it an equally 
fine aspect in that direction. The pro- 
jectors of this structure, who have 
already expended nearly 4, 000, 000 on 
it, will pay the greater part of 
the cost of the improvement. The Audito- 
rium is not an enterprise for profit. It was 
intended for the benefit of the city as 4 
whole. The public-spirited citizens who 
have invested their money in it do not ex- 
pect to obtain large dividends thereon. In 
fact, they did not expect any dividends at 
the time the investment was made. 
The Council, appreciating their gener- 
osity in this respect, cheerfully passed 
the ordinance of last evening, which was in- 
tended to add to the usefulness of the mag- 
nificent structure and to properly set off its 
architectural massiveness and beauty. The 
property-owners whose land will be taken 
for the widening of the street will be greatly 
benefited by the enhancement of tneir ad- 
joining property. They will be paid for 
that which is taken away in  addi- 
tion. No interest will suffer. The 
whole city will be benefited, for there 
is no citizen, however humble, who will not 
derive some advantage or pleasure from hav- 
ing this imposing structure, a monument to 
the munificence of Chicago’s wealthy men, 
properly set off and provided with approaches 
suitable to its character and the public 
uses to which it shall be put. The Council 
acted wisely in passing the ordinance.

RUDOLF Was KILLED, 


It Ie Said That Because of an En gie- 
ment with a Noble Austrian Family the 
Prince end a Son of the Family Throw 
Dice to See Who Shall Shoot Himseif— 
Another Sensational Story — General 
Foreign News. 


Lonpon, Feb. 4—Another sensational 
story relative to the death of the Austrian 
Crown Prince comes from Brussels. It is 
asserted that the Crown Prince became 
entangled in an affair of honor with 
a high Austrian family, and that 
it was decided that the Prince and 
a son of the family in quesuuon should fight 
aduelon the so-called American plan, ac- 
cording to which method dice are thrown to 
decide whiéh of the duelists shall commit 
suicide. The dice were thrown, and 
Rudolf lost. The time specified 
for the suicide of the loser was 
three mo and atthe expiration of that 
period the Crown Prince fulfilled his engage- 
ment and took his own life. The fact that 
during the time mentioned Rudolf was ap- 
parently preparing for his coming deatn 
seems to give color to the foregoing story.

MR. BENJAMIN MALTREATED. 


The day before this election L. W. Benjamin, 
a prominent Republican lawyer of Little Rock 
and one of Arkansas’ best citizens, was sent to 
Conway County by the Republican State Com- 
mittee, with instructions to use his best en- 
deavors to secure an honest election.

Queen showing small interest in her offsp : 
Now, supposing the real child, the real James, is 
the infant wrapped in cloth of gold, lying under 
that stone, who was the other child who after- 
ward reigned as James I. of England and VL. of 
Scotland? Did this question ever occur to the 
authorities? This will be best answered by ask- 
ing how they are said to have treated the discov- 
ery. They telegraphed at once to the high per- 
sonage in London whose business it is to control 
Holyrood Palace. What did he? He sent back 
word to make no fuss about, it“ but to replace 
the baby in: cloth of gold marked J.“ under 
the stone, and presumably there he still lies. 
But the questions remain to be answered—if 
that is Mary Stuart's baby and the rightful heir, 
who was the other baby? and why, when the 
supposed original turned up in cloth of gold, was 
there no fuss to be made? It this is all a mare’s 
nest it is high time that people who go over 
Holyrood should know it, let alone those whom 
it may concern even more nearly.—London Morn- 
ing Post.

Aud then this mighty man took up his 
grand march (for I can call it nothing short of 
that) from one end of the dining-room to the 
other, and the members of the bar. who had been 
previously indiscriminately mingled together, 
all fell pack to give him room, leaving a space 
tor him to walk in fully wide enough. I should 
say, for a coach and four. All bow reverently 
on either side as he passed. Ihave never in all 
my life seen such profound and consentaneous 
homage paid to any other man.— Boston Journal.

A BANK FAILURE IN MARQ 


The Amounts Involved, However, Are Not 
Large—The Two Principal Losers. 

Marquette, Mich., Feb. 4.—[Special. |—The 
private banking house of John V. Knapp 
closed its doors this morning, an assignment 
having been made by Mr. Knapp to C. H. 
Call in consequence of financial difficulties in 
which he found himself inextricably involved. 
The bank was established one year ago by 
John V. Knapp and C. F. Joslin, but did pot 
do a large business. A couple of months ago 
Joslin retired. 

The assignee is now at work on the 
books ana finds the affairs of the concern 
in bad condition. The liabilities are about 
$12,000 and the assets will amount to littie. 
The cause assigned for the failure is want of 
capital at the start and unbusinesslike meth- 
ods. The princi loss falls on two depos- 
itors, who are said to be in for about $5,000 


apiece. There are several small depositors, 


but their individual losses are slight.

Those Who Win the Championships of the 
National Association of Amateur Ath- 
letes Will Make the Trip—Louisville and 
Nashville at War About the Races—Billy 
Myer’s Benefit at Streator—Prize- Fight 
in Boston—General Sporting News.

LONDON, Feb. 4—G. L. Sachs of New York, 
accompanied by Joseph F. Donoghue, the Ameri- 
can amateur champion skater, sailed Saturday 
on the Umbria for the United States. In conver 
sation Mr. Sachs said that from a skating point 
of view their trip to Europe could hardly be said 
to have been a successful one, as so Many meet- 
ings for which Donoghue had been entered as a 
competitor had fallen through on account of the 
thaw, among these being Berlin, Heerenveen, 
Amsterdam, and Cambridge.

in the way of fat stakes keep a number of stables 


from filling their Louisville engagements and 
thereby depreciate the quality of racing at 
Churchill Downs next May, is merely another 
outcropping of that spirit of antagonism to ev- 
erything pertaining to Churchill Downs. If the 
response to this from the turfmen in Teanessee 
and in the South is in any manner hearty or 
unanimous the program as outlined may be car- 
ried out, but hardly otherwise. The Nashville 
management will find a seven day extension of 
ite meeting a risky business from a financial 
standpoint, and it will ponder a long 
time before attempting to muke an 
outlay of 000 or more a day in purses and 
stakes without having an excellent prospect of a 
similar return in the way of gate receipts. Nash- 
ville has no better, nor, in fact, as good a turf. 
loving population to draw from as Louisville, 
and a seven days’ extension of the meeting here 
would be suicidal financially. 

These sentences represent the run of comment 
among turfmen here. Col. Clark a short time 
ago conceived the idea of making a big Kentucky 


stake for 2-year-olds, something that would par- 


alyze his Nashville rivals and cause even some of 
the big Eastern jockey clubs to go tothe deck. 
The conditions have not been determined upon, 
but it is to be called the General Subscription 
Stakes,“ with $25,000 added money, the latter to 
be made of contributions from pooi-rooms, rail- 
roads, merchants, breeders, race-horse people 
generally, and, in fact, from any one and every 
one who might cheose to subscribe. It will 
doubtless be modeled after the Great American 
Stakes tobe run at Brooklyn this year, and 
which the club guarantees,to be worth $20,000 
to the winner. While it would be unfair to 
anticipate the result of this new venture the 
past experience of the Louisville Jockey Club in 
an almost similar project is calculated to throw 
a damper over present pros s. In the fall of 
1886 Col. Clark announced “The great Kentucky

ceived an entry of 752 mares, the proposed Ken- 
tucky Stake only received 175. o reason was 
obvious.

DEMOCRATS WANT FUSION, 


SOCIAL-DEMOURATIC A GOOD NAME 
FOR THE CONGLOMERATION, 


They Are Planning to Combine with the 
Anarchists, Socialists, and Laborites 
Generally on the Line Laid Out by Gen. 
Palmer Last Fall—The Socialists, How- 
ever, Want an Independent Ticket in 
the Spring—What “Joe” Gruenhat Says. 


Social-Democratic will be an appropriate 
name for the composite. party which Demo- 
cratic politicians are trying to bring out for 
the spring campaign against the Republicans. 
They want to continue along the line laid out 
by Gen. Paimer last fall and bring about a fu- 
sion between the Democrats, Anarchists, So- 
cialists, and laborites generally. So far us the 
Anarchists are concerned many of them have 
been heard to express adetermination to vote 
for Judge Tuley if he were nominated and 
consented to run. But the Anarchists are not 
so numerous as the uninitiated are apt to 
judge from hearing their talk, and while 
they may induce a few of their number to 
stoop low enough to avail themselves of the 
ballot, the Socialists with whom they gener- 
ally act on political matters will not be in- 
fluenced by them. They have fully deter- 
mined to have an independent ticket. The 
third party in the spring campaign will bea 
Labor party or Independent party, or some- 
thing by such a name, dropping such names 
as Radical and Socialistic. But it wili be a 
Socialistic party in character and principles. 
While Matt Schmidinger, Martin Lacher, and 
other known Anarchists have expressed the 
opinion, dictated by their wishes, that Judge 
Tuley would be elected, T. J. Morgan and the 
Socialists who. controt the organization of the 
oid Radical Labor party,together with the two 
local sections of the Socialistic Labor party, 
have repeatediy declared their determina- 
tion to have an independent ticket and no 
fusion at any price, and Prof. Garside, the 
official Socialistic lecturer, whe leit Chicago 
only a few days ago, iu public speeches and 
private conversations warned bis hearers 
not to enter into any bargains with either of 
the old“ parties, but to go into politics 
either as an independent party or not at all. 
This is the general sentiment among Chicago 
Socialists at the present time, and a third 
party is assured. 

“JOE” GRUENHUT’S VIEWS. 

“Joe” Gruenhut, the unofficial adviser of 
Chicago labor organizations, whom the So- 
cialists call a politician and conservative So- 
cialist, while both listen to his advice and 
consider it valuable, gave full expression to 
his views on the subject yesterday. 

“There will certainly de a third party 
ticket in the spring,’’ he said; that appears 
to be settled. The ists want to go into 
* for the purpose of agitation. - They 

ont expect to elect a city ticket, but hope to 
gevina few Aldermen. If they can get a 
first-class city ticket it would serve as a good 
sign to attract customers for their Alcer- 
manic tickets, and,. perhaps, help to elect 
some of them. It is a mistaken idea that 
the Socialists want men for their candidates 
who are laborers or mechanics themselves. 
That is not the idea of the German Socialists. 
They would just as soon—in fact they would 
prefer to have men on their ticket 
who do not properly belong to 
the laboring class, but who sympathize with 
them. If they can get such men to lend 
their names to their cause and make & can- 
vass they are only too willing to have them. 
Mr. Cowdrey proposes Lyman J. Gage for 
Mayor. Well, Mr. Gage would be a od 
man, but I don’t think Cowdrey has much in- 
fluence..

Is OUR CLIMATE CHANGING? 


Prof. Cleveland Abbe Discourses on the 
Subject in the Forum.” 

An article in the Forum for February is 
upon the subject of the much-talked-of 
change in our climate. The writer, Prof. 
Cleveland Abbe, says that the notion that it 
is possibile for a climate to change is a mod- 
ern one. Our ancestors lived in a region 
subject to but slight climatic changes, and on 
this account perhaps presumed that climate 
was absolutely unchangeable. In 1812 Cuvier 
published his Discourse on the Revolutions 
of the Surface of the Globe and the Changes 
Thereby Produced in the Animal Kingdom.“ 
This was at that day considered as con- 
tradicting ancient traditions and the 
evidences of the senses. Cuvier 
had in mird slow changes Which 
were in progress through long ages and re- 
sulting from geological alterations. But a? ter 
the publication of Cuvier’s discourse people 
got used tothe idea that climatic changes 
were possible. Many writers have since 
endeavored to demonstrate that climatic 
changes have taken place within historical 
tumes. Nowadays it is indeed common to 
meet with persons who believe that *climatio 
changes may occur within a generation. 

The distinction between climate and 
weather is that weather is the condition of 
the atmosphere at any one time, while cli- 
mate is the general condition of the impor- 
tant features of the weather during a consid- 
erable time. Everybody knows that the 
averages and the extremes of temperature, 
rainfall, and other atmospheric phenomena 
differ from year to year. One or two ab- 
normal years may peeks affect the average 
of any short terms in which they occur. 

If the observation of temperature afford 
little hope of demonstrating a permanent 
change of climate the observations of rainfell 
afford no better. 

The difficulty is that there are no ancient 
records with which to compare our modern 
observations. We know nothing of the tem- 
perature and raiofail of distant epochs, of 
the dates of early and late frosts, the freez- 
ing of rivers, cold winters and hot summers, 
the opening of navigation, and the tempera- 
ture of the earth. inour perplexity to know 
what ancient climates were recourse has been 
had to the iodic phenomena of animal and 
vegetable life, the flight of birds, and the 
ripening of plants. But Prof. Abbe holds 
that there is no evidence of any sensible 
change in the climate at any point of the 
earth’s surface during the last 2,000 years. 
The fact that Chaidea, Egypt, and Ari- 
zona contain deserts, where there was 
formerly cultivation, is no evidence 
of a — of. climate. fhe an- 
cient fertlity of these countries may 
have been due to skillful irrigation rather 
than to more abundant rains. The fauit, it 
seems, lies with tne meteoroiogist of ancient 
times, who negiected to make, or at any rate 
to his records.

The banks had a heavy run of counter business 
yesterday, it being not only Monday but also the 
4th of the month, a date upon which much paper 
is made payable. The loan market, however, re- 
mained quiet and featureless. There were no 
symptoms that the ease which has prevailed for 
several weeks is going to be seriously affected by 
the events of February. The banks, owing to the 
absence of a speculative demand and to the 
scarcity of commercial paper, have now in their 
vaults several millions for which there is no 
profitable employment; the deposit accounts of 
country banks and of individuals have been gain- 
ing while loans were falling off. A few institu- 
tions report that the amoufmt of their loans is sat- 
isfactory and that much of their money is earn- 
ing 7 per cent. These are banks whose custom 
varies little with fluctuations in the market, 
many of their customers being small merchants 
who are willing to pay 7 per cent the year round 
if they can be sure of accommodation. But in 
the loan market as a whoje the tendency is 
toward an increase in the loanable supply and 
therefore towards fower rates. Call money 
at the banks was nominally quoted yesterday at 
5 per cent, and the best time paper at 6, although 
on the street it sold at 5. No line of trade was 
prominent among borrowers, and lumbermen 
were beginning to cancel their obligations. 
New York exchange sold at par to 12 premi- 
um. Sterling was steady and not quotably 
changed. There is less apprehension in finan- 
cial circles with regard to gold shipments for 
this country than existed a few weeks ago. The 
outflow, if it is to come, has been deferred for a 
time at least by the readiness with which Eu- 
rope has bought American bonds. It is reported 
thata Pacific railway has been successful in 
negotiating on the Continent a large issue of 
bonds,
